(Currently amended) A method of redirecting a call from a data processing 
system having a first address to anj&ther device having another address, comprising the 
steps of: 

receiving at a the data pr(/cessing system^ a registration notice of an incoming call 
from a server; 

responsive to receiving fhe registration notice, providing a user with an option to 
redirect the routing of the cally 

receiving user input for id e ntifying in response to providing the option to redirect 
the routing of the call wherein the user input identifies a new address of another device, 
other than the data processing system, to which the call is to be routed; and 

responsive to recei^png the user input, transmitting the new address to which the 
call is to be redirected. 

2. (Original) The nifethod as recited in claim 1, wherein said data processing system 
is a personal digital assistant. 

3. (Original) Thepiethod as recited in claim 1, wherein said data processing system 
is a laptop computer.

80. (New)yThe system of claim 79, wherein the user interface includes an option to 
redirect the /all, an option to place the call on hold, and an option to redirect the call to a 
voicemai/system.
